Caftle. 

Mr. Herveyj not yet recovered from hi$ Syr* 
prize, flood fome Moments confidering the 
ilrange Scene he had been Witnefs to ; 9sA in 
which be had, much againil his Will, appeared, 
the principal Chara£leo As l^e was not ac« 
quainted with hzdjBsUa^B Foible^ he concluded. 
her Fears of him were occaflonod by her Sim* 
plicity, and fome Mifreprefentattoos that hs4 
been made her by Lucy^ who, he thoueht, had 
betrayed him ; and, fearing this ridicuuDus A4-»

Mr. Glanville received this agreeable News 
with the ftrongeft ExpreiSons of Gratitude ; af- 
furing his Uncle, that Lady Bellay of all the 
Women he had ever feen, was moft agreeable 
to his Tafte i and that he felt for her all the 
Tendernefs and AiFe<S)ion his Soul was capable 
of.

Expref- 
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Exprd&ons o^ it : Therefore (he now convorfed 
with him with the greateft Sweetnefs and Com- 
plaifance : She would walk with him for (everal 
Hours in the Garden, leaning upon his Arm- j 
and charmed him to the laft Degree of Admira- 
tion by the agreeable Sallies of her Wit, and 
her fine Reafoning upon every Subjed he pro* 
pofed, . 

It was with the greateft Difficulty he reftrain^. 
ed himfelf from telling her a Thoufand times a 
Day that he loved her to.Excefs, and conjuring 
her to give her Confent to her Father's Defigns 
in his Favour : But, tho' he could get over 
bis Fears of oiSsnding her, yet it was impolTtble 
to exprefe any Sentiments of this Nature to her, 
without having her Women Wimei&a o{ hh 
Dsfcourfe ; for when he walked with her in 
tiie Gstrdie% Lucy^ and another Attendant,^ al^ 
ways followed heat : . If Jse fat with h|»' in her

' « For Heaven's fake, Goufin, refumed Arabella^ 
laughing, how have you fpent your Time i

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notwithllandiiig the repeated Expreffions of 
Friendfhip ArabdU ufcd tp her, increafed her 
Curiofity to know her Adventures, which flie 
was extremely fu'rprifeJ, (he had never oiFered 
to relate 3 but, attributing her Silence, upon this 
Head, to her Modefty, fhe was refolved, as was 
the Cuftom iivthofe Cafes, to oblige her Wo- 
man, who, fhe prefumeJ, was her Confidante, 
to relate her Lady's Hiftory to her ; and fend- 
ing for this Perfon one Dky, when flie was 
alone, to att^end her in her Clofet, fhe gave 
Orders to her Women, if the fair Stranger came 
to inquire for her, to fay fhe was then bufy, bul 
would wait on her as foon as pof&ble. 

After this Caution, (He ordered Mrs, Mftrh 
to l>e admitted \ and, obliging her to fit down, 
told her, fhe fent for her m order to hear from 
her the Hiflory of her Lady's Life, which iUk 
was extremely defirous of knowing. 

Mrs. Morris^ who was a Perfon of Senf<i, 
and had (tin the World, was extremely furprifetl 
at this Requeft of ^ablby which was quite 
contrary to the f^aws of Good-breeding ; and, 
as fhe thought, betrayed a great deal of ihipertf- 
nent Curiofity 4 She could not tellhowtoaccouilt 
jfbr the free M^nier in which fhe defired her %o 
give up her Lady's Secrets, which, indeed, were 
not of a Nature to be told ; and appeared fb 
much confuted, tl)at Arabella took Notice of it \ 
and, fuppofing it was' her Bafhfulnefi which 
caufed her Embarraffinent, fhe endeavoured to 
re-afllire her by the mofl affable Behaviour ifiia- 
g^nable.

Aflui)ance$:o.f:a Reward fpr the 
IntelligenfiQ' (he was. going to/give her, Iool^ef| 
a Ittde fooiiihbat thefe mie Proipifes, in which fhe 
b^dnoShare^; an.d'ib?^^//!?, fuppoiing ihe.w^ 
tud^aivouring to reGoUe<^'aU. the raflages of hej^ 
Lady's Life^ told her. She: Q^d not give herCslf 
the Trouble toapquaint her with any thing tha({ 
paf!ed during the Infancy of her L;^y, but pron 
ceed to- acq/uaint her with Matters of greater Im*- 
portaace : And fmce^ faid fhe, you have, noi 
doubt, beea moft f&vouredwith her Confidence^ 
yoU'Will do nae a Pleafure to defcribe to me, ex- 
a&ly, ail the Thou^ts of her Soul, as fhe has 
communicated them to you, that I may tbp 
belter c;Qfl9p(ehend her Hiftory.

7he Hiftory of Mifi Groves, .inierfperfcd 
? with fome very curious Obfervations. 

THOUGH, Madam, faid Mrs. Morrh, 
I have not been long in Mils Graves's Ser- 
vice, yet I know a great many Things by the 
means of her former Woman, who told them 
to me, tho' my Lady thinks I am ignorant of 
them ; and I know that this is her fecond Trip 
into the Country.

However, Madam, refumed Mrs. Jlffirrir^ 
tfie Duchefs thought it neceffary to keep her 
more at home ; but, even here (he was ndt 
without meeting Adventures, and found a Ld* 
ver in the Perfon who taught her to write. 

That, indeed, was a very notable Adventure, 
faid Arabella ; but it is not ftrange, th^t Love 
ftiould produce fuch Metamorphofes : *Tis ndt 
very long ago, that I heard of a Man of Quat- 
lity, who difguifed himfelf in a poor Habit, and 
worked in the Gardens of a certain Noblemaii, 
whofc Daughter he was enamoured with : Tbefij 
things happen every day.

donable Negleft of her Mother flie owes the 
Misfortunes that have fince befaHen her. 

Whatever may be the common Opinion of 
this Matter, interrupted Arabella again, I am 
perfuadcd the Writing-mafter, as you call him, 
was fome Perfon of Quality, who made ufe of 
that Device to get Accefe to his beautiful Miftrefs.

^yen dangerous; for this valiant and young 
Prince, happening to fee the Pifture of the beau- 
tiful Hhgleftris^ Daughter of the Queen of the 
AmazonSj he fell paffionately in Love with her j 
and, knowing that the Entrance into that Coun- 
try was forbid to Men, he drefled himfelf ii^ 
Womens Apparel ; and, finding means to be 
introduced to the Queen, and her fair Daughter, 
whofc Amity he gained by fome very fingular 
Services in the Wars, he lived feveral Years un- 
difcovered in their Court : I fee, therefore, no- 
Re^fo^ to tbie Qontrary, but that this Writing* 
xnafter nught have been fome illuftrious Perfon,, 
whom Love h^^d difguifed i and, lam perfuaded, 
;i^ded ibe» fmiling, that I (hall hear moreof hin^ 
anon, irt ^ very different Charafter. 

Indeed^ Madam, faid Mrs. Mta-rhy wbox^ 
this SpeecJDt of Arabella had extremely furprifedy 
I never hejafd any thing more about him,, thaa 
what I have related \ and, for what i know, he 
continues ftill to teach Writing j for I don't fup- 
pofe di9 Duche&'s Diipkamre could afFe<^ 
him. 

Hqw i» it poffl>le, {i\^ Ardbilla^ that you 
can f^ippofe fuch an Offence to FrobaBilky \ Ir» 
my Opinion^ 'tis much more likely, that thia> 
ttiifortunate .LoY^r is dead thro' Defpair ; or^ 
perhaps>. wandering over the World in Search

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of that Fair, one, who was fnatched from his 
Hopes. 

If it was his Defign to feek for her. Madam, 
refumed Mrs. Morris, he need' not have gone 
far, fince (he was only fent to London, whither 
he might eafily have followed her. 

There is no accounting for thefe Things, faia 
Arabella : Perhaps he has been impofed upon, and 
made to believe, that it was fhe herfelf that ba- 
nifhed him from her Prefence : *Tis probable too, 
that he was jealous, and thought fhe preferred 
fomeone of his Rivals to him. Jealoufy is infepara- 
ble from true Love ; and the flighteft Matters ima- 
ginable will occafion it: And, what is ftill more 
wonderful, this Paflion creates the greateft Dis-

Reality, nothing was farther from the Thoiights

pence ; ^nd, a§ fhe frequented all public Places^ 
and furpaffed Ladies of the fiift Quality in Fine- 
ry, her Drefs alone confumed great Part of her 
Incomd. I rieed not tell you. Madam, that my 
Lady was a celebrated Beauty : You have your- 
felf being pleafed to fay, that flie is very hand- 
fome. When fhe firft appeared at Court, her 
Beauty, and the uncommon Dignity of her Per- 
Ton, at fuch early Years, made her the Objefl: 
of general Admiration. The King was particu- 
. Jarly ftruck with her ; arwl declared to thofe about 
him, that Mrfs Groves was the fineft Woman 
at Court. The Ladies, however, found means 
to explain away all that was flattering in this 
*I>iftin6lion: They faid, Mifs Groves was clumfy ;. 
and it was her ft^efemblance to the unwieldy Ger- 
man 
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man Ladles that made her fo much admired by 
his Majcfty. Her Pride, and the Quality Air^ 
ihe afFe£ba, were the Subje<9:-of great Ridicule 
to thofe that envied her Charms : Some Ceo* 
furcs were malicioufly caft on her Birth ; for^ 
as ihe was always ftyled the Duchefs of -*—«'$ 
Daughter, ^ Cuftom (he introduced herfclf, ihe 
feemed to difclaim all Title to a legal Father* 
Mifs GroveSy as univerfally admired as fhe wa^i 
^et made but very few particular Conquefts» 
Tcr Fortune was known to be very confiderable^ 
and her Mother's Jointure was to defcend to hef 
after her Dfeath : Yet there was no Gentleman^ 
who Would veiiture upon a Wife of Mifc Groves* 9 
T^afteforExpence, as very few Eftates, towbuk 
Jhe could pretendj would fupport her £xtrava<- 
gance. — The Honourable Mr. i — ^ Brother 
to the Earl of——, was the only one, amidft 
a Croud of Admirers, who made ^jxy particular 
Addrefs to her. This Gentleman was tolera^ 
biy handfome, and had the Art of making him^ 
felf agreeable to the Ladies, by a certain Air of 
Softnels and T^ndern^, which never &Ued Uk 
make fome Impreflion i^pon thoieJie deilred to 
deceive. 

Mife Groves was ravUhed with her Conqu^ft^ 
and boafled of it fo openly^ that People, . wfaa 
were acquainted with this Gentleman's Cbae 
rader, foreseeing her Fat^, could not help pi- 
tying her. 

A very few Months CourtChip completed 
the Ruin of poor Mifs Groves : She fell a Sacri- 
fice to Oaths which had been often proftituted 
for the fame inhuman Purpofes $ and became 
fo ford of her Betrayer^ that it was with ^-eat 
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Difficulty he could perfuade her not to give hinif^ 
even in public, the moft ridiculous rroofs qf 
her Teiubmefs. Her Woman pretends^ that fli<? 
Wifts ignorant of this Intrigue, till MiFs Groves 
grbwing big with Child, it could no longer be 
concealed \ it was at length agreed, (he mould 
Ue-in at her own Lodgings, to prevent any Su(^ 
ptcions froni her retreating into the Country ^ 
bat that Scheme was overruled by her Wo* 
mah's Mother, who advifed her to conceal her- 
ftlf in fome Village, not far from Town, till 
the Affair Vas over.

Mr. Lr^ faw her but feldom during her 111* 
ncfs : The Fear of being difcovered was his Pre- 
tence : But her Friends eafily faw through this 
Diiguifey and were peifuaded Mtfs Groves, was 
m^nine in his AfFe£tions. 

As me had a very ftrong Conftitutron, ihe re^ 
turned to Town at the End of three Weeks r 
The Child was dead, and (he looked hand- 
fomer than ever. Mr. £— continued his Vi- 
fits ; and the Town to make Remarks o£ 
them. All this time the Duchefs never trou-

The Olympic Games, Mifs, faid Arabella^ fo 
called from Olympian a City near which they 
W^re performed, in the Plains of Elisy confifled 
of Foot and Chariot Races ; Combats with the 
Ceftusj Wrcftling, and other Sports. They 
were i^flituted in Honour of the Gods and 
Heroes ; and were therefore termed facred, and 
were confidered as a Part of Religion. 

They were a kind of School, or military Ap- 
prenticefhip ; in which the Courage of the Youth

You are too obliging, returned Arabella, 
who miftook what fhe faid for a Compliment i 
for (ince you have more Beauty than I, and 
have alfo had more Opportunities of making 
y ourfelf beloved, queftionkfs you have a greater 
rlumber of Admirers. 

As for Admirers, faid Mils Charlotte bridling, 
I fanfy I have had my Share 1 Thank God, I 
never found myfelf negleded ; but, I aiTure 
you. Madam, I have had no Adventures, a9> 
you call them, with any of them. 

No, really ! interrupted Arabella ^ inno- 
cently. 

Nq, really, Madam, xe^xt&AyiSsGlairvillei 
and I am furprifed you fhould think fo. 

Indeed, my dear,, faid Arabella^ you are 
very happy in this relpeft, and alfo very fmgu- 
lar ; for I believe there are few young Ladies in< 
the World, who have any Pretenfions to Beau- 
ty, that have not given Rife to a ^eat man)r 
Adventures ; and fome of them haply very fa- 
tal. 

If you knew more of the World, Lady Bella^. 
feid Mifs GlanviUe pertly, you would not be fo' 
apt to think, that young Ladies engage them- 
felves in troublcfome Adventures: IVuly the- 
Ladies that are brought up in Town are not fo 
leady to run away with every Man they fee..

Saying this, (he gave her Hand to GlanvilU^

of that illuftrious Princefs ; her AfFeAion for the 
tinjuft Orontesi who accufed her of having a 
fcandalous Intrigue with Alexander-y whom ihe 
went to meet, with a very different Defign^ up- 
on the Borders of her Kingdom ; The injurious 
Letter he wrote her, upon this Sufplcion, made

He made nothing of 
tumbling Kings from their Thrones, and gi^t^ing 
away half a dozen Crowns in a Morning y for 
4iid Generofity was equal to his Courage j^-and 
to this Height of Power did he raife himfdf 
<by bis Sword. Beginning at firft with petty 
Conquefls, and not d^ifUatning to €^p<^fe his 
glorious Arm to fonietimes lefs than a 8<?oFe of 
his Enemies, fo, by degrees, enuring himfelf 

K 2 to 
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to conquer inconfiderable Numbers, he came 
at laft to be the Terror of whole Armies, who 
would fly at the Sight of his fingle Sword. 

This is all very aftonKhing indeed, faid Mift 
Glanville: However, I muft in treat you, not to 
infift upon my Brother's quarreliing and fight"^ 
ing with People, Cnce it will be neither for 
your Honour^ nor his Safety ; for I am afraid^ 
if he was to commit Murder to pleafe you, the 
Laws would make him fufFer for it ; and the 
World would be very free with its Cenfures oa 
your Ladyfhip's Reputation, for putting him 
upon fuch {hocking.

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..fought for me in Hyde-^Park j but then I would 
not have any Blood (hed for the World. 

Gianville here interrupting his Sifter with a 
Laugh, Arabella^ alfo could not forbear fmiling 
at the harmlefs Kind of Combats her Coufin 
was fond of^ 

But to put an End to the Convcrfatlon, and 
the DiTpute which gave Rife to it, flie obliged 
Mr. Gianville to promife to fight with the Im- 
poftor Edwardy whenever he found him ; and 
either take away his Life, or force him to con- 
feis, he had no Part in the Defign he had me- 
ditated againft her.

which nothing but Kindnefs can recover him ; 
and, that being denied, he patiently expires 5 I 
fay, when thefe things happen, as they cer- 
tainly do every Day ; how can you hold your- 
felves guiltlefs of their Deaths, which are ap* 
parently occafioned, either by your Scorn or 
lufenfibility ? 

Sir Charles and Mifs Glanville^ were ex^ 
tremely diverted at this Speech of Sir G^orgf'sy 
and Mr. Glanville^ though he would have wiflh- 
cd he had been rallying any other Perfon's Follies 
than his Coufin's, yet could not help fmiling at 
the folemn Accent, in which he delivered him* 
fclf-^ 

Arabella^ mightily pleafed with his Manner of 
talking, was refolved to furnifh him. with more 
Occauons of diverting the Company at her Ex- 
pence. 

I fee, anfwered flie, you are one of thofc 
Perfons, who call a juft Docorum,. which all 
JLadies, who lo^e Glory as they ought to do, 
arc obliged to prefervc, by the Nam© of Seve- 
rity : But pray, what would you have a Lady 
do,' whom an importunate Lover prefumes to 
declare his Paf&on to ? You kaavsr it is not per- 

L 4 mitted 
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mitted us to liften to fuch Difcourfes $ and 
you know alfo, whoever is guilty of fuch an 
Offence, merits a moft rigorous Punifhment : 
Moreover, you find, that when a Sentence of 
Baniftiment or Silence is pronounced upon them, 
thefe unhappy Criminals are fo confcious of the 
Juftice of their Doom, that they never murmur 
againft their Judge who condemns them ; and 
therefore^ whatever are their Fates, in Confe- 
quence of that Anger they have incurred, the 
Ladies, thus offended, ought hot to be charged 
with it, as any cruel Exertion of their Power. 

Such Eloquence as yours, Madam, replied 
Sir George, might defend Things yet more un- 
juftifiable : However, you muft give me leave, 
as being interefted in the Safety of my Sex, 
ftill to be of Opinion, that no Man ought to 
be hated, becaufe he adores a beautiful Objed, 
and confecrates all his Moments to her Ser^ 
vice. ^ 

Queftionlefs, refumed Arehella, he will not 
be hated, while, outoftheRcfpefl: and Reverence 
he bears her, he carefully conceals his Paffion 
from her Knowlege j but as foon as ever he 
breaks through the Bounds, which that Re- 
fpe£): prefcribes him, and lets her underftand 
his true Sentiments, he has Reafon to exped 
a moft rigorous Sentence, fmce he certainly, 
by that Prefumption, has greatly defervcd it. 

If the Ladies, replied Sir George, were more 
equitable, and would make fome Diftin£tion 
between thofe who really love them in a paf- 
fionate and refpedlful Silence, and others who 
do not feel the Power of their Charms, they 
might fpare themfelves the Trouble of hearing 

what 
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what fo mortally offends them : But when a 
Lady fees a Man every Day, who by his Looks, 
Sighs, and Sollicitude to pleafe her, by his num- 
berlefs Services, andconftant Attendance of her, 
makes it evident, that his Soul is poffeffed with 
a violent Paffion for her ; I fay, when a Lady 
fees, and yet will not fee, all this, and perfifts 
in ufing a paffionate Adorer with all the Indif- 
ference due to a Man wholly infenfible of the 
Power of her Charms j what mull he do ia 
fuch a mortifying Situation, but make known 
his Torments to her that occafions them,Mn 
order to prevail upon her to have fome Senfe 
of what he does and feels hourly for her fake ? 

But fince he gains nothing by the Difcovery 
of his Paffion, refumed Arabella -y but, on the 
contrary, lofes the Advantages he was before 
poffeffed of, which were very great, fmce he 
might fee and difcourfe with his Miftrefs every 
Day ; and, haply, have the Honour to do her a 
great many petty Services, and receive fome of 
her Commands ; all thefe Advantages he lofes, 
when he declares he loves : And, truly, I think, 
a Man who is fo unwife as to hazard a certain 
Happinefs for a very improbable Hope, deferves* 
to be puniChed, as well for his Folly as Pre- 
fumption ; and, upon both thefe Accounts, Ba-^ 
nifhment is not coo rigorous a Sentence.

^he necejfary ^alities of a Hero and 
Heroine. 

THOUGH, replied Mr. Gknville, you 
are very fevere in the Treatment you think 
it necefTary our Sex fliould receive from yours ; 
yet I wilh fome of our Town Beauties were, 
if not altogether of your Opinion, yet fuffi- 
ciently fo, as to make it not a Slavery for a 
Man to be in their Compaiiy ; for unlefs one 
talks of Love to thefe fair Uoquets the whole 
time one is with them, they are quite dif- 
pleafed, and look upon a Man who can think 
any thing, but themfelves, worthy his Thoughts 
or Obfervation, with the utmoft Contempt, 
How often have you and I, Sir George^ purfued 
he, pitied the Condition of the few Men of 
Senfe, who are fometimes among the Crowd of 
Beaux, who attend rfie Two celebrated Beauties 
to all Places of polite Diverfion in Town ? For 
thofe Ladies think it a mortal Injury done to 
their Charms, if the Men about them have 
'Eyes or Ears for any Obje6k but their Faces, 
or any Sound but that of their Voices : So that 
the ConnoiiTeurs in Mufic, who attend them to 
Manelaghj muft flop their Ears, like VljffeSy 
when the Sinn Fraji fings > and the Wits, who 
gallant them to the Side-box, muft lay a much 
greater Conftraint upon themfelves> in order to 

refift 
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rcfift the Soul- moving Garrick ; and appear in-, 
fenfible, while he is upon the Stage. 

Upon my Soul, added Sir George (forgetting 
ths Charadier he affumed) when I have feen 
fome Perfons of my Acquaintance talking to 
the eldeft of thefe Ladies, while one of &?«- 
gr eve's Comedies has been ailing ; his Face 
quite turned, from the Stage, and hers over- 
fpread with an eternal Smile ; her fine Eyes 
fometimes lifted up in a beau(;if^l Surprize, and, 
a little enchanting Giggle h^lf-hid with her Fan; 
in fpite of their Inattention^ I have been ready 
to imagine, he was entertj^ining her with Re- 
marks upon the Play, which fhe was judi- 
cious enough to underftand ; and yet I have 
afterwards been informed by himfelf, that no- 
thing was lefe in their ThouightSjj and all 
that Variety in her Face, and that extreme 
feeming Earjieftnefs in his Difcourfe, was oc- 
cafioned by the moft trifling Subjects imagin- 
able : He perhaps had been telling her, how 
the Sight of her Squirrel, which peeped out of 
her Pocket, furprifed fome Ladies (he was 
vifiting ; and what they faid upon her Fondnefs 
for it, when fhe was gone j blaming thern at the 
fame time for their Want of Delicacy, in not 
knowing how to fet a right Value upon fuch 
pleafing Animals; Hence proceeded her Smiles, 
the lifting up of her Eyes, the half-ftifled 
Laugh, and all the pretty Geitures that appeared 
fo wonderfully charming to all thofe who did 
not hear their Difcourfe : And it is upon fucU 
Trifles as thefe, or elfe on the inexhauftible 
Subje£l of their Charms, that all who are am- 

L 6 bitiouf 
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bitious of being near thefe Miracles, are under a 
Neceffity oF talking. 

And pray, interrupted Arahtlh^ What Sub- 
jeSs afford Matter for a niore pleafing Variety 
of Converfation, than thofe of Beauty and 
Love ? Can we fpeak of any Object fo capable 
of deKghting as Beauty, or of any Paffion of the 
Mind more fuWime and pleaCng than Love ? 

With Submiilion, Madam, laid Glanville^ I 
conceive, all that can be faid, either of Beauty, 
or of Love, may be comprifed in a very few 
Words : All who have Eyes, and behold true 
Beauty, will be ready to confefs it is a very 
pleafing ObjeA ; and all that can be faid of it,, 
may be faid in a very few Words j for when we 
have run over the Catalogue of Charms, and 
mentioned fine Eyes, fine Hair,, delicate Com- 
plexion, regular Features, and an elegant Shape,, 
we can only add a few Epithets more, fuch as 
Lovely, Dangerous, Inchanting, Irrefiflible, 
and the like ; and every thing that can be faid 
of Beauty is exhaufled. And fo likewife it is 
with Love ; we know that Admiration precedes 
it, that Beauty kindles it, Hope keeps it alive,, 
and Defpair puts an End to it ; and that Subje^ 
may be as foon difcufTed as the other, by the 
judicious Ufe of proper Words ; fuch as Wounds,. 
Darts, Fires, Languifhings, Dyings, Torture,. 
Rack, Jealoufy, and a few more of no Signifi- 
^tion, but upon this Subject. 

Certainly, Sir, faid Arabella^ you have not 
well confidered what you fay, fince you main- 
tain, that Love and Beauty are Subje6ls eafily 
and quickly difcufTed : Take tbe Pains, I befeech 
;ou» to rcfie£l a little upon thofe numerous and 

z long 
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long Convcrfations, which thefe Subjects have 
given Rife to in Clelia^ and the Grand Cyrusy 
where themoft illuftrious and greateft Perfonages 
in the World manage the Difputes i and the 
agreeable Diverfity of their Sentiments on thofe 
Heads afFords a moft pleafmg and rational En- 
tertainment : You will tHere find, that the 
greateft Conquerors, and Heroes of invincible 
Valour, reafon with the moft exadl and fcru- 
pulous Nicety upon Love and Beauty ; the Su- 
periority of fair and brown Hair controverted 
by Warriors, with as much Eagernefs as they 
difpute for Vidtory in the Field j and the dif- 
ferent EfFefls of that Paffion upon different 
Hearts defined with the utmoft Accuracy and 
Eloquence. 

I muft own, interrupted Sir Charles^ I 
fliould have but a mean Opinion of thofe 
Warriors, as you call them, who could bufy 
themfelves in talking of fuch Trifles j and be 
apt to imagine fuch infignificant Fellows, wha 
could wrangle about the Colour of their Mif«- 
trefles Hair, would be the firft to turn their 
Backs upon the Enemy in Battle* 

Is it poflible. Sir, refumed Arabella^ glow- 
ing with Indignation, that you can entertain 
fuch unworthy Thoughts of Heroes, who merit 
the Admiration and Praife of all Ages for 
their ineftimable Valour, whom the Spears of 
a whole Ariny oppofed to each of their fingle 
Swords would not oblige to fly ? What think 
you. Sir, purfued (he, looking at Sir George^ of 
the injurious Words my Uncle has uttered 
againft thofe heroic Princes, whofc Courage, I 
bdievCi you are as well acquainted with as my- 
* ^ felf J 
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felf ? The great Oroondates^ the invincible Ar^ 
tahan^ the valiant and fortunate Artamenes^ the 
irrefiftible ^uha^ the incomparable Cleofnedon^ 
and an hundred other Heroes I could name, are 
all injured by this unjuft Aflertion of my Uncle; 
fince certainly they were not more famous for 
their noble and wortderful AiSions in War, than 
for the Sublimity and Conftancy of their Af- 
fedlions in Love. 

Some of thefe Heroes you have named, re- 
plied Sir George^ had the Misfortune," even in 
their Lives, to be very cruelly vilified : The 
great Oroondates was a long time accufed of 
Treachery to his Divine Princefs ; the valiant 
and unfortunate Artamenes was fufpedled of 
Inconftancy ; and the irrefiftible Juba re- 
proached with Infidelity and Bafenefs, by both 
his Miftrefs and Friend. 

I never knew you was fo well acquainted 
with thefe Perfons, interrupted Mr. Glanville \ 
and I fanfy it is but very lately that you have 
given yourfclf the Trouble to read Romances. 

I am not of your Opinion, faid Arabella, 
Sir George^ qucftionlefs, has appropriated great 
Part of his Time to the Perufal of thofe Books, 
fo capable of improving him in all ufeful Know- 
lege ; the Sublimity of Love, and the Quintef- 
fence of Valour ; which two Qualities, if pof- 
feflcd in a fuperlative Degree, form a true and 
perfe6l Hero, as the Perfe£!ion of Beauty, Wit, 
and Virtue, make a Heroine worthy to be ferved 
by fuch an illuftrious Perfonage 3 and I dare 
fay. Sir George has profited fo much by the 
great Examples of Fidelity arxi Courage he has 
placed before his Eyi^s, that no.Confideration 

whatever 
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whatever could make him for one Moment 
fail in his Conftancy to the Divine Beauty he 
adores ; and, infpired by her Charms, he would 
fcorn to turn his Back, as my Uncle phrafes it, 
upon an Army of an hundred thoufand Men. 

I am extremely obliged to you. Madam, faid 
Sir George,^ bowing his Head to the Ground, 
to hide a Smile he could not poffibly reftrain, 
for the good Opinion you have of my Courage 
and Fidelity. 

As for Sir George^ s Courage, Coufin, faid 
Mr. Glanville laughing, I never difputed it : 
And though it be indeed a very extraordinary 
Exertion of it, to fight fingly againft an Army 
of an hundred thoufand Men ; yet fince you are 
pleafed to think it probable, I am as willing to 
believe Sir George may do it as any other Man ; 
but, as for his Fidelity in Matters of Love, I 
greatly fufpeft it, fince he has been charged

Nay, Sir, re{)lfed Arabella^ this Accufation 
is not of a Nature to be neglcfted ; and though 
a King fiiould fay it, I conceive, if you arc 
mnocent, you have a Right to contradict him, 

and 
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and clear yourfelf : Do yoii confider how deeply 
this Affertion wounds your Honour and Happi- 
nefs for the future ? What Lady, thiuk you, 
will, receive your Services, loaded as you are 
with the terrible Imputation of Inconftancy ? 

Oh ! as for that. Madam, faid Mifs Gkn- 
vilky I believe no Lady will think the worfe 
of Sir George for being faithlefs : For my 
Part, I declare nothing pleafes me fo much, 
as gaining a Lover from another Lady \ which 
is a greater Compliment to one's Beauty, than 
the Addreffes of a Man that never was in Love 
before — 

You may remember, Coufin, .replied Jra- 
hellaj that I faid once before, your Spirit and 
Humour refembled a certain great Princefs very 
much ; and I repeat it again, never was there 
a greater Conformity in Tempers and Inclina- 
tions.

cf you, tell me what Kingdom in the World 
you choofe to regin in, and I will lay it at your 
Feet. 

T'hat was a Promife, replied Sir George^ fit 
only for the great Artahan to make : But, Ma- 
dam, if you will permit me to make any Com- 
parifon between that renowned Warrior and 
niyfelf, I would venture to tell you, that even 
the great Artahmy/2i^ not ex'Cmpted from the 
Character of Inconftancy any more than my- 
felf, fince, as you certainly know, he was in 
Love with Three great Princefles fucceffively. 

I grant you, replied Arabella^ that Artahan

Miracle alfo, limcngmany 
others, was poflible to him, whom nothing was 
ever able to refift upon Earth. However, pur- 
fued (he, rifing, I fliall not abfolutely condemn 
you, till I have heard your Adventures from 
your own Mouth, at a convenient Timej when 
I (hall be able to judge how far you merit the 
odious Appellation of Inconftancy. 

. laying this, (he-faluted her* UtKle^ who had 
for fome time been converfmg in a low Voice 
with his SojT, with a Grace wholH' charmins;, 
and retired to her Apartment, Mifs Glcnville 
following her a few Moments after (the Com- 
pliment, extravagant as it was, which (he' had 
paid her, having procured her fome Good -will 
from the vain and interefted Mifs Glanville,) 
tliey converfed together with a great deal of 
good Humour till Dinner-time, which, be- 
caufe Mr. Glatwille was not abfolutely reco- 
vered, was ferved in his (phamber.

a Tone of extreme Surprize, that I fliould be 
fo miftakcn in you ? Do you really want Cou- 
rage enough to defend me againfl: that Ra- 
vilher ? 

Oh Heavens ! Madam, interrqpted Glan- 
vilUy try not my Temper thus : Courage 
enough to defend you ! 'Sdeath ! you will make 
me mad ! Who, in the Nanje, pf Wonder, is 
going to moleft you ? 

He whom you fee there, replied Arahella^ 
pointing to him with her Finger : For know, 
cold and infenfiJble as thou art to the Danger 
which threatens me, yonder Knight. is thy Ri- 
val, and a Rival, haply, who deferves my Efteem 
better than thou doft ; fmce, if he has Courage 
enough to ^get me by Violence into his Power, 
that fame Courage would make him defend 
me againft any Injuries I might be offered from 
another : And fince nothii^ is fo contempti- 
ble in the Eyes of a Woman, as a Lover who 
wants Spirit to die in her Defence j know, I 
can fooner pardon him, whom thou would 
cowardly fly from, for the Violence which he 
meditates againl^^ me, , thap. thyf<?lf for the

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Punifcment of loving her. ^r. Harvey (foriC 
really was he, whom an Affair of Confequence 
had brought again into the Country) hearing 
fome of Mr. Gianvi/ie's laft Words, and obferv- 
ing the Geftures he ufed, concluded he had 
been treated like himfelf by Arabella^ whom he 
knew again at a Diftance : Therefore coming

Though I have not the Honour of knowing 
you, Sir, faid he, I muft beg the Favour you 
will inform me, if you are not difturbed at the 
ridiculous Folly of the Lady I faw with you 
juffc now ?

dir George counterfeiting a Look of extreme
